Dear Mr . Gates : 

As an American citizen who is extremely interested in the full 
truth being revealed concerning the John F. Kennedy assassination, 

I was encouraged by your comments in Tulsa, Oklahoma, recently, 
lour statement that you (as CIA director) will "cooperate fully 
and willingly with a government-wide effort to declassify the 
documents" in the secret files is a giant first step in the pursuit 
of justice. 

A letter and package from my office pertaining to the assassi na t ion 
of John F. Kennedy should have reached you in the past few weeks. 

I am concerned neither with politics nor world situations. I am 
neither a Republican nor a Democrat. The truth is--I have never 
voted . 

Through my efforts the past nine years or so to get to the truth 
behind President Kennedy's assassination, I am thought by many 
to be a JFK Assassination Researcher, as some call themselves. 

That is incorrect. I am an Assassin Locator. I locate assassins 
and assassins's vehicles. 1 belong to an organization in Denver, 
Colorado, that is designed to collect information pertaining to 
the assassination of President Kennedy. 

After seeing you on CNN News when you made your speech in Tulsa, 

I had polls taken in New Orleans, Los Angeles, Dallas, Memphis, 
Denver and Miami. According to the polls, 52 percent of the 
American people think the CIA was involved in the assass i na tion • 

The only way the American people will ever accept that the CIA 
had absolutely nothing to do with the tragedy of November 1963 
is for ail secret files to .be released. All files. This includes 
the secret CIA files, the FBI files and the House Select Committee 
on Assassinations files closed until the year 2029. This must 
be done to regain the trust and respect that the American people 
once had for their government. 




The task of healing the CIA's wounded pride can begin with you. 

I believe FDI Director Sessions will release his secret files. 

I am sure you are aware that recently the Dallas City Council 
demanded the release of the Dallas Police Department's secret 
files on the assassination. 

I have never met President Bush. My brother, Roy Brazil of Gonzales 
(New Orleans), Louisiana, worked for Mr. Bush in the 1960's when 
the President was associated with the Zapata Offshore Drilling 
Company in Houston, Texas. My brother worked on a rig operating 
in the Persian Gulf (Dubii, UAE ) . The rig caught fire and was 
transferred to India, and my brother transferred to Fluor Drilling 
Company. I belie%'e George Shultz at one time was on the Board 
of Directors of Fluor Construction Company. My brother's connections 
to Mr. Bush are the closest T have ever been to being associated 
with a president. 

In this election year, you might help President Bush to see that 
ifi he hopes to defeat the Democrats in November , he needs to 
consider signing a presidential order to open the House Select 
Committee on Assassinations secret files that were ordered closed 
until 2029. 

Although I respect President Bush, I feel he has failed in his 
respons ibilities to the people where the assassination questions 
are concerned. Because of his past association with the CIA, he 
should and could request the files be opened. 

I receive telephone calls and letters from around the world every 
day from fellow Americans who are pulling for me and the efforts 
I am making to track down the truth of what happened on November 
22, 1963. I have always respected what the CIA stands for. When 

founded, the agency's primary function was to collect foreign 
and domestic information pertaining to the national security of 
the country. Somewhere along the way, the functions changed. 

My son. Jack L. Brazil Jr., is interested in taking the CIA 
entrance examination. I would appreciate it if you would send 
a copy of the exam to him.

I am quite certain that by now you have pushed a few keys on your 
computer and tried to find out more about me. I will be more than 
glad to furnish any information your staff might have missed. 




I vas born in Paris, Texas, on August 15, 1939. I graduated from 
East Jefferson High School in New Orleans. I attended the 
University of Florida in 1958 and the University of Southwest 
Louisiana in 1959. In 1960-61, I was in the U.S. Army Military 
Police . 

I made my share of mistakes as a young man and suffered the 
consequences. I was arrested and served time for charges of burglary, 
safe-cracking and forgery. Please don't let my past deter your 
analysis of the contents of this letter. My life changed dramatically 
the day my son was born. 

My belief is that it is imperative all files be opened. Do your 
best to impress upon the President the importance of their being 
opened to his successful bid for reelection. If I have not heard 
from you in fifteen working days, I plan to contact the Democratic 
party and bring the matter of the files to their attention. The 
opening of the secret files would be a powerful vote-getting 
instrument for the President. On the other hand, the administration's 
refusal to open the files and ignore the polls and voices calling 
for all files to be opened could work tremendously in the favor 
of the Democrats in their bid for the presidency. 

The American people want the files opened. Your files hold the 
key to the truth that is deservedly ours. They must be opened. 

To quote President Kennedy: "Ask not what your country can do 

for you — ask what you can do for your country." The answer: open 
those files. 

I look forward to hearing from you. And I would appreciate your 
sending the information my son requests.
